According to a dispatch from W ashington. Representa­ 
tive Morin of Pennsylvania has introduced a bill proposing i 
an appropriation of $5,000,000,000 to be used in furnishing . 
employment to the involuntarily idle on highway construction, i 
rivers and harbors improvements and reclamation projects. 
The dispatch does not say anything about where tao 
gentleman proposes to get the money, lf there were $5,000,- J 
000.000 of idle capital in the country waiting to be invested 
in Government bonds for such purposes it would be seeking i 
the unemployed labor itself, for capital cannot stand unem- ; 
ployment any more than labor can. 
There are ways that Congress could assist in promoting 
employment more than by any such program as this. Instead 
of proposing to create about $5,000,000,000 more tax free 
securities to attract capital away from legitimate industry, 
Congress might revise the revenue laws in a way that would 
give legitimate industry half a chance in competing for such , 
capital with existing tax free securities and in promoting new i 
accumulations of capital. Moreover, if Congress would pass 
the railroad funding bill without further delay it would have , 
the effect of giving employment to a great number of “the 
involuntary idle” whom Mr. Morin proposes to help.— bort 
Worth Star-Telegram.
